There ate several thousand Indians in 


the State of Nevada, ths principal tribes 
being the Piuten, Bhoshones and Wrtshoas. 
The Piotea and Sboshones are now affected 
wiln the oraze which is general nmocg 
th'j redmen. They are restive along the 
railroad, holding a ghost dance at the 
head of the Humboldt, and alarming set- 
tlers in Qum Kiver valley. 
They are 


laid to b« exhibit!eg symptoms of uneasi- 
ness too at the einka of the Carson and 
Walker rivers, and while they have not, BO 
far, 
committed any depredations, infatu- 


ated as they are with the idea of a Messiah, 
they are liable to attack settlers at any 
time. 


There are more Indians in Nevada than 


in any of the Pacific Const States, except, 
perhaps, Washington. 
They have been 


lesa expensive to the Government than the 
tiibes of any of tue Northwestern States. 
Thousands of them nev«r received a dollar's 
worth of clothing or provisions from the 
general government, and the annual ap- 
propriations for some of the tribes naw on 
the warpath equal, if they do not sxeeed, 
all that th« Government has expended in 
Nevada for the care of Indians in the last 
twenty years. Like all savage aud barbar- 
ous people, the Indiana of NeVada respect 
force, and lh« appearance of military has 
a very qaieting effect upon their jovug 
men. They are now aware that there is 
not a military post m the State of Nevada, 
and believe they would have to contend 
only with stttlers. many of whom they 
know to be unarmed, should they go on 
the warpath. 
This condition of affairs 


causes alarm in many parts oE the State, 
which the Government should at the ear- 
liest possible moment dissipate by station 
in? a Jew companies of troops at a central 
point, whence thsy could be dispatched at 
once to quell an outbreak in any. part of 
the State.

dtw blood in the Senate, Senators Hoar 
and the other old Republican leaders will 
be forced to the background in a year or BO 
more, and in that case the Nevada Senator 
is likely to be tbe leader, at least of West- 
ern Republicans. 


"Senator Jones is almost as well known 


to tbe average New Yorker as Senator Hii- 
cock, for he spends a great deal of hie time 
there. He is conceded to be the most ac- 
complished story-teller that we have here 
in Washington."
